Therefore, |! again would ask your office If Oswald ever recelved 
any language training while a member of the Marine Corps, Including 
that which way have been given by Instructors from one or more of 
the several military services and not necessarly limited to a unit 
housed on a Marine Taetalation. if it Is now determined that sbch 
was the case, | would IIlke photocoples of the revelant documents 
for which | will be glad to pay you.
